796,867; other explosives, $413,084,404; 
firearms, $48,545,324. The monthly ex- 
ports of gunpowder grew from $16,821 
in August, 1914, the frst month of the 
war, to $29,187,938 in June, 1916. 

The value of cartridge exports has in- 
creased every month the war be- 
gan, starting with 
1914, and reaching $6,448,881 in October, 
1916. Exporte of explosives other than 
gunpowder have grown from $26,336 in 
August, 1914, to $42,293,211 in Septem- 
ber, 1916. Last September was the 
largest month for exports of firearms 
since the war began, the total being 
59.289, 283. The first month of the war 
the firearms shipments totaled $208,644.

PARIS, Dec. 10.—In all discussions of 
the question of preparedness in the 
United States the greatest difficulty is 
do bring home to people what war really 
Is and that they themselves can actually 
experience the suffering and loss which 
war inevitably brings to a large pro- 
portion of the population of any coun- 
try In which it is fought 

If Americans of the present genera- 
tion have wanted to see anything of 
war they have had to take a train

Thus, recently, a great error has been 
propagated with respect to France. For 
the first time a the French parliament @ 
deputy, M. Albert Fayre, was permitted 
to make a solemn statement of certain 
proportions, and immediately the enemy 
radio service sent round the world what 
purported to be a report of it France, 
eaid the radio telegrarm, has mobilised 
one n six of her population! 

What was stated in the French par- 
liament was something quite differen-: 
France has mobilized one man in six, 
. while England, with respect to her adult 
male populati n, has put one man in ten 
into the army, Italy one man in eleven, 
and Russia, one man in twenty.

Largest Losses for France. 
With respect to losses, Deputy Favre 
said; France's losses have been three 
times as great as those of Italy and or 
Engiand. It was a sober and worthy 
statement of France's wonderful effort. 
which continues never more magnificent 
tren at present, and its object was to 
exult in the total forces of the allies, 
Saying: “ This is what France ts doing: 
this is what we expect of you. Do not 
permit the blood of France to he weak- 
ened to a polat where er might be 
too unjust. y slow!“ 

What is that point, for 833 and 
other nations? Is it possible to have 
idea of the total losses on tae last 
of the year 1916? A notable Gene 
hagen “Society for the Study of the 
Consequences of the War” recently pub- 
lished its second bulletin, devoted ent!.¢-

Although its statistics are neither com- 
plete nor exact, this Copenhagen society 
is far better posted than any other cal- 
culators attempting to give the respec- 
tive totals The difficulties are great. 


England Gives Exact 
Only ene of the bciligerents, England. 
published, from the beginning, the exact 
figures of its losses, at least up to Jan. 
1, 1916, and nothing of thé kind has ever 
existed for the ten other belligerent 
States of Europe, pxcept that Germany 
and Russia “ offer documents which ; 
mit ware or less approximative valu-| 


In the German lista, the Copenhagen 
society says, tt is always necessary to 
correct their figures from the “ retro-' 
spective inforn.ation " which e given out! 
long after their publication. It Russia, | 
the Red Cross reports and the reports of | 
federations of cities and zemtvos c u- 
stitute a good source of information. 

In Austria and France, on the othe: 
hand, there exists no official basis for 
estimation. The French government has 
published nothing. Vienna, at the be- 
ginning, issued lists of killed and wound- 
ed, gut soon ju.ited them to the names of 
officers; and the experts of Copenhagen 
are equally reduced to conjecture as to 
the losses of Italy and the Balkan states 
legs difficult to estimate, neverthe *, 
from the fact that t:eir armies hive 
suffered total iosses less than the other 
— nations. 


Lowest Are Taken. 

The Bulletin of Copenhagen given its 
methods of research and calculation for 
the different countries, and its principles 
of induction, where figures are 
seem clear and convincing. It ie\always 
the minimum estimate which is given as 
most plausible, so that there is no danger 
of registering exaggerated totels. Unhap- 
‘pily, the actual totale must be far 
Freater, if only to bring them up to date, 
propertionally, to the end of the year 
1916!

These are: Men 
fallen dead and counted as such on the 
field of battle; men taken up wounded 
and dying before, during or after first

Simple sauces may be almost wholly 
made of by-products, and I am thor- 
oughly convinced that people do not use 
by-products effectively because they do 
not put heart into being economical. It 
is a dear aud delightful feeling to be 
economical, if you will learn how, but 
ple must learn. ,

C. Hermann Senn, in his book on 
Sauces, says: “The art of making 
sauces consists in preparing liquids from 
various materials by cleverly extracting 
and combining certain flavors in the 
liquids. Besides this the gift of a good 
palate is essential, which lUkewise re- 
quires all the experience and skill of the 
most accomplished cock.“ ; 

To season these liquids or stocks suit- 
ably requires a number of little sup- 
plies which home cooks but seldom get 
used to using. However, many a good 


With a good sauce one can make a bit 
of meat go .rom twice to four times as 
far as without one. With a meat sauce, 
with or without some bits of meat and 
with or without mushrooms, an elegant 
dish of macaroni may be made. Per- 
fectly cooked boiled rice is wonderfully 
satisfying with a meat sauce, making a 
true one dish meal. If the sauce is 
spiced up much some thirst satisfier, 
like fruit, is needed to end the meal. 
“Bpiced up does not mean that any 
one spice is prominent, but that the 
total blend has a goot deal of definite 
character. 

To quote Mr. Senn again: “ A correct 
sauce is that wondertul production of 
the culinary art which forms so pleasant 
and exquisite an accomplishment to all 
kinds of ish, meat, poultry, and game 
or vegetables." | 

But it is not necessary for the simple 
home’ cook to de discouraged by this 
expression, “wonderful production.” 
She has but to “ go to it,” as it were, 
forgetting the chefs’ recipe- and relying 
on the simple ingredients like the vege- 
tables, first, and the quick cooling of her 
stocks, then the removal of the fat when 
they are cool. SHES «Ge SEED

ore than omtom and may be rich in fat, but it must not show 
og u. The quick cooling is for health’s sake. 


It ‘a rarely necessary to make a sauce 
just as soon as the stock is cooked. It 
is in most cases best to cool 4.4 take off 
the fat. A ‘ew ups of stock may insure 
sauces for a whole week, and good ones. 
The getting of these few cups at prac-, 
tically no expense is one of my prides. 
For instance, recently I cooked three 
times over, for three hours each time. a 
two inch plece of marrowbone from the 
o' shoulder, the marrow removed for 
other service, with a tiny blade bone of 
equal length ane about a quarter of a 
pound of meat. Each time a quart of 
cold water was added and a pint of 
jellied stock was obtained. A thin cake 
of fat rose over part of the top even 
after the thiid cooking. 

Of course the more the bones are 
cooked the more opeque the stock ob- 
tained is, but scientifically this is a good 
thing. From the fundamental food 


point, in a plain everyday way and in a 


scientific way also, a true bouillon or 
clear stock may represent real extrava- 
gance. Even that stock from the third 
cooking may be clarified with egg white. 
For instance, take a cup and add to ita 
small portion of egg white and let it 
stand a few minutes, then bring it slow- 
ly to a boll and take on the scum. It it 
is not then clear, go on boiling it, add- 
ing a bit of dried pepper, a small whole 
onion, and salt to taste. After a second | 
or skimming you will have a beef 
broth clear as water. The little set- 
tung may be avoided by straining it 
through a cloth. This stock may then 
be uséd for an aspic jelly by adding 
gelatin. I prefer the vegetable, which le 
also perfectly white. Or, without clari- 
fying, this stock may be used fo: 
sauces, etc.

Chicken Fat Roux. 


The roux for sauces consists of the fat, 
usually butter, and the thickening agent. 
usually flour, cooked together in equal 
quantities and used at once, or in large 
kitchens cooked and ready to put right 
into the seasoned stock, to make the 
sauce. Kept’ in covered jars, it will re- 
main good for weeks or months. The 
white roux, the fawn roux, and the 
brown roux are made, the latter by 
longer and slower cooking, by stirring 
the fat and flour together all the time 
they are cooking. When added to the 
liquid these are called the liaison, or 
binding agent. When butter is at pres- 
ent prices every bit of fat from the 
chicken. should be utilized in making 
these thickenings, Cover it with cold 
water; bring gently to boil, and let cook 
gently until the pleces have completely 
shriveled, strain, and let get cold. Then 
take off the cake of fat on top. 


A bit of butter may be added to a 
sauce made with this fat, for flavor 
merely; but with a well flavored stock 
few will be able to tell that butter was 
not used for the roux. There are other 
materials used for liaisons, such as yolk 
of eggs, cream, corn starch, etc., but a 
roux is @ compound of fat and some 
starchy substance or flour. 


Onion Sauce Basis. 
The gently fried onion is the starting 
point of many a@ sauce, of which the 
Uquid is the stock and a roux the 
Haison or thickening. When a tomato 
is added to the onion we have the es- 
sential characterization of the sauce 
called Creole or Spanish. ete. With 
this start we may have either a liquid 


sauce or one comparable to the hard 


pudding sauce, though it is not as hard 

Little liquid is needed in making these 
latter sauces, and what !s added should 
be highly seasoned Often it is the re | 
duced or boiled away meat stock which 
is so used. Onion, green pepper, and 
tomato, gently stewed together and 
then finished with butter, make an ex 
cellent sauce of this less liquid sort, and 
may be served strained or not. 


Chicken a la King. 

Among the sauces served as a part 
of the dish rather than separately. 
those of cream thickened with egg yolk 
in part or wholly are popular today 
the Newburg for lobster and the similar 
sauce for chicken & la King being best 
known.

frying pan, or use chicken fat, and 
genty fry in this so as not to discolor

slices as possible and @ green 
pepper cut the same way, and. if you 
want to be daring without being discov- 
ered, slice up one clove of garlic like- 
wise as thin as possible. . Stir and steam 
these in the butter about ten minutes, 
keeping the pepper green even when 
cooked, add a tablespoon of flour and 
blend it with the fat, add one-half cup 
of good chicken stock; and stir till it 
thickens, put in the shredded chicken 
and one small pimento cut in bits, and 
heat up thoroughly, salt to taste, then 
add one egg yols, slightly beaten and 
stirred into one-half cup of cream; 
bring just to the boiling point. 

Some people, instead of using wine to 
flavor, marinate the chicken in French 
dressing. For this amount of chicken 
rub the dish with garlic, put in one- 
fourth .teaspoon of salt, a shake of 
paprika, a teaspoon of vinegar, three 
teaspoons of oll. beat until creamy, and 
mix with the chicken thoroughly. Best 
if it stands a while before adding to hot 

Jellied chicken. 

To prepare good jellied chicken one 
must prepare a seasoned stock, which 
may be clarified and used ae chicken 
broth, may be used for sauces like the 
curry and for the jelly. Since more 
women have learned how to make jellied 
meats than fine sauces, this preparation 
is taken as an illustration of what you 
can do with some chicken stock. And 
perhaps it is not inappropriate to wish 
that the cook may have a home plucked 


the legs and wings, and then. separate 
the drumstick from the second foint 
Wash quickly, cover with two quarts of 
cold water, boil up slowly, ekim if neces- 
sary, and simmer until the meat is ten- 
der, then cool all quickly and leave meat 
in stock until it is used. Young onions 
and celery both contribute somewhat to 
the jellying of the stock, as well as 
season meat and stock, but a stock made 
from raw bones and meat should always 
jelly if correctly cooked. 

Take as many cups of this cold stock 
as needed and cook in it for half an hour 
or less your seasonings, a clove to each 
cup, some dried pepper, a peppercorn, a 
bit of fresh ginger root, if you have it. 
etc., remembering, however, that with 
just salt alone you may get a good 
flavor, because of the onion and celery 
cooked in the stock. When thie is put 
to cook pour a cup of hot water over a 
heaping teaspoon of vegetable gelatin 
and let it soak twenty minutes, drain. 
add to stock, and stir and cook for fir- 
teen minutes, then strain all and add 
to it the shredded chicken and perhape 
some finely cut pimento and a few 
cooked vegetables, out in pretty forms 
or the jellying liquid may simply be 
poured over the chicken arranged in a 
form. Just heat if otherwise prepared 
Dish carefully into form wet with cold

and now have the privilege of sharing 
it with other homemakers. It is in re- 
gard to center lights. The first thing 
a professional dedorator says .. com- 
ing into the average house that has not 
recently been done over is: Ot course, 
those chandeliers must go; center lights 
are not used any more. They make 
the rooms look small and distribute the 
light all in one spot. They make the 
place look hopelessly back number, too. 
Side lights, floor lamps, and table lamps 
have taken their pla.“ 

Of course, with every one I had 
to let the chandeliers go, but I didn’t 
let them go far. I turned them into 
perfectly good looking floor lamps, and 
any one can do the same. The accom- 
panying illustration shows the trans- 
formation. Through the arch in the 
background may be seen the doomed 
center light, and the lamp in the fore- 
ground is the same transpored. 

The secret of it is that fixtures og 
this sort are all assembled. You can 
take them apart and reassem . them 
to suit yourself. If the branches hold- 
ing the lights turn down you can turn 
them up. If bulb lights have been 
used you can take them off and use 
electric tipped china candles instead. The 
pipe that extended down from the ceil- 
ing need only have an extra piece added 
to it to serve as the stem o: the floor 
eluster lamp, and it will require a some- 
what larger base. Branch lights on 
standards are called torchéres. 

In large rooms cluster standard lamps 
are splendid at either side of a wide 
doorway.: They are good also placed 
formally at either side of a long, nar- 
row room at one end or they may serve 
impressively to flank a mantelpiece. 
Light and shade that is so earnestly 
considered by artists, who realize that

The advantage of retaining the sam 
direction of light by day and by night 
seems too obvious to have escaped rec- 
ognition so long.

This opens up the 
lamp while the toilet is being per- 
formed, throwing the light full on the 
face from both sides. The dropped pan- 
els may be lifted up anc hooked back 
in place. : |

THE SEX FACTOR IN MURDER. 
{From the Minneapolis Tribune.) 

Chicago just now is following with much in- 
terest the trial of a woman there for the alleged 
murder of her husband. In the last few years 
nearly a score of wives in that city have answered 
similar charges in court. Not one of them was 
found guilty, although the damning evidence in 
some of the cases seemed complete. As a result 
of the log monotonous series of verdicts of “not 
guilty” prosecuting attorneys have almost given 
up hope of finding a male jury that will convict a 
wife of murdering her legal spouse. 
It has mattered not what flaws in the characters 
of the defendant were laid bare, what mobdtives 
were established, or how nearly perfect was the 
chain of convicting evidence; always it was the 
same story—acquittal It has come, therefore, to 
be a trite saying in Chicago that no woman need 
fear the machinery of justice if she should exe- 
cute a wish to rid Herself of an unloved husband 
by violent means. 0 

It appeared there was in the male juries enough 
sentiment or chivalry, or something akin thereto, 
to defeat the plain ende of Justice. Some of the 
prosecutors have said they would rather rest their 
cases with juries of women, on the theory that 


the brilliant young duke and her elderly husband 
could only be to the disadvantage of the latter, 
poor Sir John soon became aware that he no 
longer possessed his wife's affection, or even her 
gratitude, 

Sir John, with the same chivalry that charac- 
terized John Ruskin under similar circumstances, 
‘and realizing that. his | 
wife could be happy only 
with the man to whom,she 
had given her heart, noti- 
fied her that as he desired 
above everything else her 
welfare, he. would offer no 
defense if she brought a 
suit in London, not for 
divorce, but for the annul- 
ment of her marriage un- 
der tircumstances which 
would permit her fo e, 
sume her maiden nam. 
Sir John Crampton, lik 
John Ruskin, whose wife 


allowed judgment to be pronounced against him. 
His chivalry in the matter was appreciated 
nowhere more than in Spain, and it is doubtful 
whether any foreign ambassador has ever en- 
joyed a similar amount of popularity among the 
countrymen of Cervantes. He remained at Madrid 
until his retirement from the diplomatic service in 
1869. . 

On the annulment of her marriage, the ex-Lady 

Crampton lost no time in marrying the Duke of 
Frias, and the newly wedded couple proceeded 
direct from Paris to Madrid, where they found 
every door closed against them. Queen Isabella 
refused to receive the new duchess. In @ rage 
the duke sent back to the queen his Grand Cross 
of the Order of Charles IIL, resigned all his dig- 
nities at her court, and withdrew from the king- 
dom. 
During the following fifteen years he resided 
abroad, mostly at Biarritz, where the Villa Frias 
used to be well known to American visitors and 
where his Irish wife died in 1871. He subse- 
quently marrfed there Princess Carmen Pignatelli, 
with whom he returned to Spain, where he died 
as civil governor of Madrid in 1888, being suc- 
ceeded by the eldest of his three children by his 
first wife. 8 

His successor, the sixteenth and late duke, mar- 
ried some twenty-three ‘years ago an English- 
woman, daughter of Sir Charles Knowles, baronet, 
and widow of Henry Arthur Tempest. He will be 
remembered in America among polo players as 
the crack player of Spain, was at one time in the 
diplomatic service of Spain, as secretary of lega- 
tion at Tangiers, but came to great financial grief 
while first secretary and chargé d'affaires at 
Vienna. 

A wonder@éul violinist, and an adept in every 
form of sport, he managed to retrieve his fortunes 
by his participation in the Anglo-Portuguese ven-

RICKETS AND BAD TEETT!. 

C. H. Hermann writes: Sarah West 
Ryder, in answering a recent letter of 
mine in Tun TRIBUNE, suggests that if 
the grain that’ now goes into distilling 
was sent to the mill for grinding it 
might help considerably to solve the 
problem of rickets, poor teeth,’ etc., for 
the children of drinkers. Here is a cu- 
rious mistake m e by many persons 
who have never.taken the time to study 
the problem of rickets, poor teeth, etc. 
If Mrs. Ryder will write to Dr. Evans 
of THES TRIBUNE, Dr. Evans will tell ber 
that the poor teeth, rickets, etc., with 
which she is familiar are not caused by 
alcoholic heredity, but by the consump- 
tion of grain and cereals. The present 
commercial wheat flour, corn meal, and 
rye flour cause most of the rickets and 
bad teeth. Drunkards’ chilcren do not 
suffer with these things ‘through heredi- 
ty. If Mrs. Ryder is an honest seeker 
after the truth, let her write to Dr. 
Evans and verify this statement. By 
some mistake the figures I gave in my 
former letter regarding the amount of 
corn consumed by the distillers did not 
give the distillers a tenth of the credit 
they deserve as a grain market factor.

any other state, fifteen men constantly 
mspecting the route—nearly 400 miles 
and reporting needed repairs. They cost 
more than $193,000 in 1916. 

During the last year contracts were 
let in Ohio for permanent road building 
on the Lincoln highway alone in the ten 
counties through which the Lincoln 
highway passes totaling $775,000, this 
exclusive of Lincoln way peving in the 
many cities on the route. 

In Indiana road construction is en- 
tirely up to the counties, there being no 
state highway department. The prog- 
ress of the work there is therefore par- 
ticularly notable. That done on the Lin- 
coln highway cost in excess of $700,000. 
Figures of this kind indicate how the 
farmers of the central states look upon 
the Lincoln highway.

The incomplete records of expenditure 
on the Lincoln highway in [illinois for 
1916 total $335,800. The counties of 
Iowa at present are not allowed to bond 
for the purpose of road construction. 
Consequently hard surfaced improve- 
ment is practically impoasible, and none 
exists on the Lincoln highway outside 
municipa! limits. Work in the state has 
consisted of grading, draining, and 
maintaining the route, and in dry weath- 

er the Lincoln highway is a boulevard 
—— the Mississippi to the Missouri. 
The bill for the work ran almost to 
$1,000,000, including the paving of city 
streets integral with the Lincoln high- 
way. 

Reports from Nebraska indicate that 
more than $367,300, raised largely by 
the counties, has been expended in 
Lincoln highway improvement and 
maintenance in 1916. The counties 
through which the Lincoln highway 
passes in Nebraska are large and sparse- 
ly populated and, naturally, sums suffi- 
cient to construct hard surfaced roads 
are beyond their reach. No difficulties 
are encountered in driving the Lincoin 
highway today across Iowa and Nebras- 
ka in dry weather, yet five years ago it

The condition of the Lincoln highway 
in Wyoming is, in the main, excellent. 
The route there traverses a high, level 
plateau across the national divide, and 
near Laramie reaches its highest alti- 
tude between the two coasts, over 8,000 
feet. There are no steep bills or long 
grades, the altitude having been reached 
by a long, gradual slope from the Mis- 
souri valley. In Wyo the amount 
spent on the Lincoln highway in the last 
two years has been more than $10 per 
capita of the population residing along 
the route. 

The Great American desert presents la 
the most serious problem of opening up 
across the United States a through, con- 
necting, transcontinental route of travel.
